Dear Sirs: 

This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request that was received in our 
office on November 15, 2018, seeking: 

1. all records of payments 

a) from the Judgment Fund, 

b) via any U.S. Treasury check bearing the annotation "ATTN: JUDGMENT FUND CLERK" 
or otherwise drawable from the Judgment Fund, or 

c) via any other payment made from the U.S. Treasury in relation to any civil action or 
complaint, including ones settled out of court or in an administrative proceeding, such as the 
FTCA; 

2. including any letter(s) accompanying such a check; and 

3. including any aggregate records such as databases, spreadsheets, reports, etc. relating to 
litigation costs or payments; but 

4. NOT including: 

a) the check itself, UNLESS the other records provided do not provide the amount, date, 
payee, and reason for payment (e.g. case number), or 

b) records that would tend to identify confidential informants.

https://fiscal.treasurv.qov/iudqment-fund/annual-report-conqress.html . We cannot produce 
additional reports tailored to meet the specifics of the request without extensive programming, 
manual review, and manual reconciliation outside of normal operational business. An inquirer 
may conduct a targeted search if they wish using the publicly available search tool at: 
https://ifund.fiscal.treasurv.qov/ifradSearchWeb/JFPvmtSearchAction.do . 

If you consider this response to be a partial denial of your FOIA request you have the right to file 
an administrative appeal within 90 days of the date of this letter. By filing an appeal, you 
preserve your rights under FOIA and give the agency a chance to review and reconsider your 
request and the agency’s decision. Your appeal must be in writing, must be signed by you, and 
should contain the reason(s) why you are appealing. Your appeal should be addressed to:
